Pre-School -- From 9:00-12:00 a. m. and 
2:30-4:30 p. me each day a full and varied 
program is carried on for children 3-5 years 
with skilled leaders in charge. 

Primaries -- A Day-Camp program, six 
hours & day will be conducted with the 
first, second, and third graders. Their ac- 
tivities will be in the nature of camping, 
rather than school, except during the two 
weeks of the Laboratory School. 

Juniors --A Day-Camp program, six hours 
a day for fourth, fifth, and sixth graders, 
will take these boys and girls all over the 
Assembly grounds.

NEW VISUAL AIDS 


"India's Children" 

A new sound film on children of India and 
the village life into which they are born. 
The children are always the firsttobe hit. 
by plague and famine, and it is the task of 
the missionaries and Christian nationals to 
give them physical and spiritual hope for a 
better life. Photographed by William Hackett 
one of our own foreign missionaries, this 
film shows Baptist missions, hospitals and 
schools. For the masses of children orphan- 
ed by famine or by the many calamities com- 
monplace in India, Christianity provides a 
haven. This film pictures the influence our 
missionaries are having on the children of 
India, and, through the children, on the par- 
ents. In the new India that must be built 
it is India's children, trained in mission 
schools, who will be best fitted to lead the 
way. 


"Heart of India" 


Here is a new sound and color motion picture 
on India. It is undoubtedly the best film 
now available on the work of missions in 
this vast country. Carefully produced by 
the Presbyterian Church, U. S. Ae, it isa 
portrayal of mission work in India typical 
of all denominations, including our own. 


The film begins with a picture of the great 
and glamorous country itself, the India of 
legend, stressing its attractive features. 
The film then takes up the story of the life 
of an Indian boy born in one of the 700,000 
villages in which about 85% of the Indian 
people live. Then, shown, are the types of 
experiences which bring such a boy into con- 
tact with Christian influences thus enabling 
him to secure his education and finally gra- 
duate from a Christian college. 


The film comes to a climax with the problem 
of India, as this boy has come to understand 
it through this period of education: an 
India of great and tragic poverty, illiter- 
acy, disease, disorganization and confusion 
of religions; but also an India of tremendu- 
ous potentiality, spiritual in its aspira- 
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tions and with a great burning passion for 
freedom. It focuses upon his own struggle 
within himself as to the choice of a life 
work, pointing up the dilemma in which a 
member of the Christian minority finds him- 
self in a country where preference is a mat- 
ter of religious connection, or government 
employment. 


The title - "Heart of India" is derived from 
the fact that at the heart of India is the 
Indian village, little known to the outside 
world, but full of potentialities for good 
and bad for the entire world. 


"This is My India" 


A new color slide lecture on India (2"x 2"), 
It pictures the country, customs, variety of 
life and religions, and the agricultural , 
medical, and spiritual leadership, of mis- 
Sionaries and Christian nationals. India to- 
day is in a learning mood and this is the 
day of opportunity for Christian missions.

The reports of the BYF Discipleship Convoca- 
tions are most inspiring as they continue to 
come in. Nearly all of the 32 Convocations 
indicate larger attendance, more enthusiasm 
and keener interests and consecration in the 
discipleship spirit “than even last year. 
Charleston, W. Va. perhaps topped the list 
in attendance with nearly 800. Pittsburgh 
ran a close second with over 600. 


Numbers are not an indication of a success- 
ful Convocation, however, since many of the 
smaller ones evidenced heroic leadership and 
consecrated loyalty. Exeter, New Hampshire 
and Erie, Pennsylvania were both held in the 
grips of a blizzard which cut their attend- 
ance considerably and yet they were among 
the most inspiring convocations held. A 
dozen young people for instance drove over 
100 miles to Exeter in an Army camp-all 
truck over snow bound roads. Twenty young 
people drove 250 miles to attend the Convo- 
cation in Salt Lake City. One of this lat- 
ter group made a decision to accept Christ 
as Saviour. 


Complete reports are in from only a few of 
the 32 Convocations,. Statistics from these 
however are very interesting and indicate a 
trend. The total attendance at 14 Convoca- 


tions was 3423, At these meetings 1352 com- 


mitment pledges were signed indicating fur- 
ther steps in Christian Discipleship.

ayatist Youth ‘Fellowship 
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Of this number 174 made decisions for the 
first time to accept Christ as Lord and 
Saviour; 242 made decisions for full time 
Christian service. In addition a large 
majority of those signing the pledges can- 
mitted themselves to win at least one person 
to Christ within the next year and to give 
at least one tenth of their income to the 
work of Christ. 


In addition to these commitments and those 
attending the Convocations, scores of others 
attended the Discipleship Coaching Confer- 
ences which in many places preceeded the 
Convocations. These young people were train- 
ed to go out as BYF Coaching Clinic teams to 
help strengthen the youth work in local 
churches. Others were trained for Youth 
Evangelism teams, to help local churches in 
their program of winning "New Friends For 
Christ." 


At the Convocations we met a number of young 
people who told how the spirit of last years 
Convocation had gripped their BYF and moti- 
vated their youth to new dedication and ser- 
Many young people testified that in 
following up their commitment of last year 
they were now in school preparing themselves 
for full time Christian service. The re- 
sults of the 1947 Convocations will be a 
long time being told, and they too will in- 
clude changed lives, new missions in China, 


Burma, new ministers in our American church- 
es, thousands of new friends won to Christ 
and lives committed to deeper Christian liv- 
ing and service. 


Dre L. B. Mosley, pastor of the First Baptist 
Church in Pittsburgh, where the Convocation 
was held said, "This has positively been the 
most worthwhile Baptist meeting to be held 
in Pittsburgh, since my coming to the city." 
Writes Miss Constance Munson of Salt Lake 
City, "The memory of this Convocation in our 
city is enriching the spirit and activity of 
our youth Fellowship throughout Utah." 


It must not be forgotten that the Disciple- 
ship Convocations were a cooperative project 
of the BYF and the Council on Finance and 
Promotion. The Council through its Fields 
Activity Department contributed immeasurably 
to the success of the meetings. Dr. Reuben 
Nelson, Dr. Bruce Jackson and Miss Edith 
Caster were most patient and longsuffering 
in setting up the endless details. 


The BYF relief projects received a big boost 
in all of the Convocations. Exeter, New 
Hampshire had a clever train, including lo- 
comotive, made from Kellogg cereal boxes 
which provided the center piece for the ban- 
quet tables. These, of course, were Fellow- 
ship Carloads for Europe and Asia. 


Several of the Convocations, of course, col- 
lected shoes for relief. Here we have Dr. 
Edwin Dahlberg, President of the Northern

BAPTIST YOUTH FELLOWSHIP RELIEF PROJECT 
in two parts 

Part 1. FELLOWSHIP CARLOADS - Food 
Baptists have agreed to send ten carloads of 
a highly nutritive soy-bean cereal to Europe 
and Asia. Two of these carloads have al- 
ready gpne. The Baptist Youth Fellowship 
(which means all Baptist young people) has 
accepted the challenge of sending the other 
eight carloads. 


The Goal 


Each carload costs $3,740.00. Each bag holds 
100 pounds. One hundred pounds means 800 
servings and costs $6.25. Or in other words 
each meal for a starving child means less 
than one permy a meal. $30,000.00 is the 
goal for eight Fellowship Carloads. 


How to Send Money 


When money for Fellowship Carloads is sent 
through the benevolent treasurer of the 
local church to the State Convention office 
the following statement should accompany 
this gift. This is very important so that 
the gift may be properly credited and re- 
ported.

YOUTH AND THE CRUSADE FOR CHRIST THROUGH 
EVANGELISM 


Young people are already crusading for 
Christ through evangelism in many states. A 
plan for sending out deputation teams to 
spend a weekend in a local church was launch- 
ed last fall and already is yielding great 
results in many places. Most states which 
did not get started on the deputation team 
plan during the winter, made a start during 
the Discipleship Convocations, 


A very important part of the Coaching Con- 
ference was the training of teams to go out 
to local churches to promote the program of 
Youth Evangelism. The response in these 


training sessions was most gratifying. An 
average of about fifteen people were trained 
at each Convocation to 
specific work. 


go out and do this 


One subject which was discussed at each 
Coaching Conference was the unique contribu- 
tion of our Youth Evangelism program and how 
it gears in with other evangelistic efforts 
of the church. 


If a church conducts a Home Visitation Evan- 
gelism Program, is it not enough for the 
young people to cooperate in this? The ans- 
wer is that young people, by all means, 
should be encouraged to cooperate in the 
adult visitation crusade. . However, that is 
not enough. In the adult visitation crusade, 
visitors are handpicked. In a youth group 
with an average attendance of twenty, it is 
usually found that three or four are chosen 
to do the work. The rest of the young people 
have no part in this evangelism crusade. 
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If a mass meeting is to be conducted in the 
church, is it not enough for the young 
people to gear into that. The answer is, 
that by all means the young people should 
cooperate in any kind of a mass meeting or 
preaching mission. The fact remins, how- 
ever, that seven out of ten high school 
people never attend church or Sunday School 


and this particular group will not attend 
any kind of a mass meeting conducted in the 
churches 


What then is the distinctive function of the 
Youth Evangelism Program? It seeks to get 
every young person in the youth group to use 
the "My Purpose" cards on which is listed 
the names of three young people for whom 
each person will be responsible. 


The program calls for these young people to 
be sponsored and cultivated and then to be 
visited by the young people themselves and 
confronted with the challenge of the Chris- 
tian message. If the church has no program 
of Youth Evangelism, this very important job 
is not being done, except perhaps by only a 
few. 


The question of how to get young people to 
launch an on-going program of evangelism is 
answered in the Youth Evangelism Weekend. At 
this time the deputation team creates a con- 
cern in the minds of the young people, and 


teaches them the specific steps in doing 
youth visitation. As a result of a weekend 
experience in evangelism, young people 


launch a program which will keep enthusiasm 
in the youth group end will bring in many of 
the unreached. 


The possibilities of what you can do are 
just beginning to be understood. Certainly 
with the spirit of Discipleship undergirding 
the entire youth program, the young people 
will not only do their part, but in many in- 


stances take the lead in this great Crusade 


for Christ. 


What is the latest news about Discipleship 
Internes? Application blanks are beginning 
now to come in and correspondence has gone 
out to all states asking for requests for 
Internes.

OUR SECOND NATIONAL YOUNG ADULT FAMILY CAMP 
program at Green Lake, August 10 - 20, is 
captivating the interest of younger parents 
all across our denomination.

ALREADY, two families have registered for 
the 1947 camp, one from New York, the second 
from Iowa.

THE purpose of this camp is to strengthen 
family life by providing daily opportunities 
for families to live together in a definite- 
ly Caristian camunity, making possible a 
creative Christian experience for the whole 
family in an outdoor setting.

YOUTH AND THE VACATION 
CHURCH SCHOOL 


In the early days of the vacation school, col- 
lege students were enlisted for service ammg 
the underprivileged children of the cities. 


Today, leaders recognize the great service 
youth can render duririg the sumer season by 
projecting the vacation church school into 
unchurched areas and among the untaught in 
religion of the city and rural communities. 


In 1945, Roger Fredrikson, then president of 
Baptist Youth Fellowship wrote: "I have al- 
ways had the conviction that if young people 
with warm, vital personalities and a capac= 
ity for leadership could be intelligently 
challenged they would respond willingly to 
Christ's call. The experiences of the past 
few months have proved that conviction to be 
a valid one." 


B.YeFe Plans V.C.S. Service 


Roger Fredrikson tells a story which is in- 
Spiring and gripping. The young people 
involved were average Christians who became 
changed people in eight weeks of the summer 
of 1945, They did not go to Africa or to 
China. They stayed at home and taught in 
vacation schools, knocked on doors, had meet- 
ings in many communities in me state, Kansas. 


College Supported 


These young people were engaged in a project 
undertaken by a Christian college - Ottawa 
University. Under the guidance of the pres- 
ident, Dr. Martin, the school assumed finan- 
cial responsibility and provided initiative 
and training for the venture. 


For many years, Dr. Lester R. Loomis of Keuka 
College has guided young women who have gone 
forth from that campus to serve in vacation 
and weekday church schools. They have tested 
their ability and aptitude to teach children 
and to enter into ever widening fields of 
service opened to them. 


In 1947, four colleges will feature the Dis- 
cipleship Plan of the Baptist Youth Fellow- 
ship in vacation school service: Ottawa for 
the third year, Linfield for the, second year, 
Redlands and Sioux Falls for the first year,

And in the Local Church 
Likewise there are many local churches with 
great resources in youth and equipment. They 
have responded to the challenge of the World 
Mission Crusade. They have discovered the 
needs and opportunities of their nearby com- 
munity and of the world wide community. 


Every church should provide for a full time 
summer program for children and youth in 
which the vacation church school wiil play a 
large part. (See page 3 in VACATION CHURCH 
SCHOOL PLANS AND MATERIALS.) The need of the 
hour is prevention of juvenile delinquency. 


THE TEACHING MINISTRY OF THE CHURCH 


The vacation church school'is an effective 
agency for training youth for positions in 
the teaching ministry of the church. 


An increasing number of leadership training 
classes meet for one ar more periods a day — 
on the college elective basis. 


Youth recognized as potential leaders of the 
church meet ina fifty minute period and then 
teach in the vacation church school depart- 
ment in selected situations under supervi- 
Sion. This is an ideal opportunity for léad- 
ership education, providing for theory and 
practice under normal conditions. Problems 
and experiences in actual teaching situa- 
tions are discussed, leadinz to further 
study and investigation. 


The local church thus becomes a laboratory 
for developing trained leadership. 
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EVANGELISM IN THE VACATION CHURCH SCHOOL 
Youth discover, through the gateway of teach- 
ing, the opportunity provided for evangelism 
when chil'.en and teen-agers seek to know 
Christ better, and are guided to accept Him 
as personal Savior. "Follow up" is mandatory. 


Youth leaders visit the homes of these con- 
verts, talk with the parents, lead them to a 
greater appreciation of the church and its 
service. Often the parents are reached also.

Many who go forth to give one summer of ser- 
vice find that all of life must be dedicated 
to Christian service. 


Connecticut carefully planned the procedure 
for youth service. We read: 


"The call was issued through the pastors for 
young people of senior high school or college 
age to give themselves in Christian service. 
Each person was asked to attend the labora- 
tory school at the Connecticut Baptist Sun- 
mer Assembly at Suffield. There, in a normal 
teaching situation, he learned how a vaca- 
tion church school is carried on. Next, each 
person was pledged to go to a church where 
help was needed and teach for two weeks. The 
Convention paid one-half of the expenses for 
the Summer Assembly training period. No re- 
muneration was offered for this work, al- 
though travel expenses, room and board were 
provided by the church where they served. 


"In one place a school was held that had not 
been tried for 25 years. In another case a 
vacation school was conducted in a church 
which had been closed for several years. 


"An interesting feature of the program was

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LEADERSHIP VERSUS LEISURE 


Young people find the summer season a time 
of leisure. In many communities established 
recreational programs, such as those of the 
Scouts, Camp Fire Girls, Playgrounds and like 
organized groups, are plarmmed and adminis- 
tered carefully and efficiently. It is, of 
course, not only unwise, but wasteful of time 
and leadership to compete or duplicate these 
programs. We desire not to compete, but to 
complete the program of training. 


Wisdom suggests a survey and study of the 
Summer program and of church and community 
assets, liabilities and needs, and recom- 
mends a friendly contribution ad one group to 
another in leadership, equipment andj service. 
Such interchange and cooperation will round 
out the educational program, use all avail- 
able leadership, end give to the community a 
maximum of life in followship of Christ. 


In every community there are leaders who 
have special hobbies, and hobbyists who can 
become leaders. There are lovers of nature 
who enjoy study of trees, birds, insects, 
flowers, astronomy, hiking, photography. 


The vacation church school needs these lead- 
ers, finds them opens to them new avenues of 
Study and of service, end thus builds a com- 
munity enterprise for wise use of leisure 
time. This leadership is available in any 
community. 

New leadership lends new strength; itis 
needed, used, and trained. 


Clubs may be planned for one or two after- 
moons or evenings a week during the vacation 
church school season, and continue through 
the summer and through the year after the 
regular sessions of the school are discon- 
tinue de

SO YOU ARE BUILDING A 


CAMP3 
The problems of constructing a camp 
under present day building conditions are 
many. There is a tendency to accept in- 


ferior materials and to use surplus items 
which should not be used in a camp but are 
cheap. In order that the department of 
camps and assemblies might be of the great- 
est service, a consultation service has been 
established. This service is not a substi- 
tute for your local architect, but is a ser- 
vice offered to make the latest camping pro- 
cedures available to those building or re- 
modeling camps. 


Suggested Steps: 


1. Write to Department of Camping and 
Assemblies, 1703 Chestnut Street, 
Philadelphia 3, Pa., well in advance of your 
needs. State your expansion problem. Avail 
able helps will be sent to you. 


2. Arrange for meetings of your camp- 
ing objectives, to study Baptist 
population areas, and to develop tentative 
plans for a camping program to meet the need 
of your area for all age groups. If 
necessary, a representative of the depart- 
ment would be available for personal confer- 
ence with this committee. 


3- Appoint committee to select site or 
evaluate present site in relation 
to proposed expansion. A topographical map 
and pictures of the proposed site should be 
sent to 1703 Chestnut Street, Department of 
Camps and Assemblies, Philadelphia 3, Pa, 
An accredited architect will give it careful 
attention and evaluate it for you. In some 
cases a personal visit by the consulting 
architect can be arranged at a reasonable 
fee. 


4. Select local architect and discuss 

with him your camp objectives and 

site. Suggest that he get in touch with the 

consulting architect who has been dealing 
with you. 


5. When drawings are submitted by 
local architect send them to the 
consulting architect for review and addi-

Select your 
architect with care, possibly the consulting 
architect may help yous. Remember not every 
architect can plan a camp which will meet 
your needs.

The Directors Say 


Je Norman Martin - New Jersey. "Bi- 
lingual work: The Director has been 
meeting with the pastors of several 
bi-lingual churches during the past 
two years in the effort to interest 
their young people in the regular 
Convention youth programs. This sum- 
mer we expect the Hungarian young 
people to join in the Assembly and 
the Junior Hi camp projects." 


Miriam Peterson - Pittsburgh. "I 
have been trying an experiment in 
local church contacts which Iam hop- 
ing will bear some results. Instead 
of making only one visit to a church 
until I have reached every church in 
the Association, I am, upon invita- 
tion from a given church, trying to 
work out with them a plan for help- 
ing then with their educational pro- 
blems. This has meant that Ihave 
visited some churches three or four 
times. 


For example, since Christmas I have 
made two visits to one Church, 
one Sunday visiting the Primary De- 
partment, and the next day having a 
meeting with the Primary Department 
teachers. Two weeks later I visited 
their Junior Department witha prompt 
follow-up departmental meeting with 
the Junior teachers. Next Sunday I 
am to return to speak to their youth 
group. This invitation came as a 
direct result of contacts I made on 
my previous visits. I am beginning 
to feel that I accomplish a little 
by returning two or three times to 
the same church. It may take mea 
little longer to get over the Asso- 
ciation in this wey, but I feel it 
is worthwhile. This plan does not 
exclude the matter of accepting in- 
vitations as they come to serve any 
church, regardless of whether or not 
I return soon for another visit." 


Je O-« Nelson - Nebraska. "I wish, 
somehow, there could be a little 
more interchange of work in states 
by the directors. It helps the morale 
and spirit of the visiting director, 
and encourages the director in his 
own state." 
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
